POLYGAMY. 
THE REPORT OF THE UTAH COMMISSION 
COMPLETED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—|Special.]— 
The Utah Commissioners have completed 
their report. They have been requested by 
the President and Mr. Telier to make no 
communication as to its contents until after 
it shall have been submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The document is twen- 
ty-one legal-cap pages in length, and the 
Commissioners say cannot fail to be inter- 
esting. They have declined to furnish any 
abstract, but they have not hesitated to ex- 
press their individual opinion. From these 
possibly something of the nature of the re- 
port may be gathered. Itis evident that the 
Commissioners are not entirely agreed as to 
the character of the measures which should 
be adopted to destroy polygamy. Some of 
them are convinced that the Mormon hier- 
archy can never be overthrown until! suffrage 
Shall be abolished in the Territory, and that 
even then the power of the church will not 
be wholly crippled. Others think that so 
much has been accomplished under the Ed- 
munds law that there is reason to hope that 
by continuing it and providing for its rigid 
enforcement the power of the polygamists 
will ultimately be very much restricted, if it 
shali not be entirely destroyed. The Commis-. 
sioners, however, last year recommended the 
abolition of suffrage, and they unauestion- 
ably have made the suggestion in the pres- 
ent report as a possible final resort. The

towards enforcing the Edmunds law, and 
particularly that portion of it which pro- 
vides for the disfranchisement of polyga- 
mists. The Commissioners are convinced 
that that Legislature, while it doubt- 
less will pass a law providing that 
polygamists shall be deprived of suffrage, 
will provide for such condition s to 
the proof of polygamy as will make it 
practically impossible to disfranchise the 
Mormons. Apostie Cannon, for instance, in 
his recent interview, expressed the opinion 
that this Legislature would not pass a law 
disfranchising the Mormons without requir- 
ing some legal proof chat a man Was a po- 
lygamist. 

* The effect of such a law,” said one of the 
Commissioners, *“* would be that the Mor- 
mons would not be disfranchised. The re- 
sult would unquestionably be the same ‘as the 
attempt to enforce former laws against po- 
lygamy. No oue would be ever proved to be 
There have been about 
three convictions in two years 
in Utah. Nothing more than that 
could be expected of any law which the 
present Mormon Legislature will enact.” 

‘The Commissioners will make one recom- 
mendation which, if Congress shall adopt it, 
will furnish a very efficient proof of polyg- 
amy. ‘That will be a rigid marriage law, 
which shall require a record of all marriage 
licenses. Upon this subject the commission 
will be unanimous. ‘The only differences of 
opinion among them are as to the severity of 
the meafures which may be deemed advis- 
able hereafter to recommend. Some of these 


await the action of the Mormon Legislature, 
After that Legislature shall have acted, or 
it shall be apparent that it will fail to act, 
the Utah Commissioners will make another 
report.

STATISTICS OF THE SERVICE. 

The total receipts from the postal! service 
during the fiscal year ended June 30 were 
45,505,692; eXpendittires, $42,816,700; sur- 
plus, $2,691,992. Itis believed that the sur- 
plus revenue would liave been greater by at 
least $1,000,000 if che receipts uad not been 
aflected the last quarter of the year by the 
approaching reduction of the postage rate, 
while the expenditures were greatly in- 
creased by the act that began to operate 
March 3 last, providing for the readijustg@§ent 
of Postmasters’ salaries on the basis oF re- 
duced postage. That did not go into effect 
until eight months thereafter. 


TEA. 
PROVISIONS FOR INSPECTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. Oct. 29.—|Special.]— 
The Secretary of the Treasary has issueda 
new order for the examination of imported 
teas upon the Northern and Northwestern 
frontier. To secure uniformity it is directed 
that samples be forwarded from Collectors 
at Detroit and ports west thereof, but east of 
the Rocky Mountains, to the Collector of 
Customs at Chicago. On receipt of the sam- 
~ they will be carefully examined 
vy 
amination be reported, over the signature 
of the Collector, to the Collector of Cus- 
toms at tue port of importation, who will take 
action in accordance with such report and 
with the regulations upon the subject em bod- 
ied in the department’s circular of Mareh 31, 
1885. The department desires that there 
should be no unnecessary delay either in the 
transmission or the examination of the sam- 
pies-.or in the forwarding of the requisit re- 
ports. The samples may be transmitted by 
mail, and should be carefully marked so that 
they may be readily identified. An explana- 
tory letter, signed by the proper Collector, 
should accompany them in all cases, 


HALLETT KILBOURNE. 

HIS SUIT AGAINST JOIIN G. THOMPSON, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—|Special.]— 
The books in the Hallett Kilbourne case were 
produced in court today, and there will be 
no opposition to the examination of them. 
They are brought in to show the injury done 
to Kilbourne’s business by his imprisonment 
by the House of Representatives. He said 
tonight that he should make no opposition to 
the examination of them by the court, but 
on the contrary that he desired to have them 
examined, and that **I have no contempt for 
the court, but I had contempt for 
Congress.’”’ The books, he said, contain noth- 
ing whatever to show that Grant had any in- 
terest in the real-estate pool, and contain 
nothing whatever that any one need_ be 
ashamed of. This fact shows on how triiling 
a basis one of the great Democratic investi- 
gations was based.

WASHINGTON TIME, 
& PROPOSED CHANGE. 
U., Oct. 29.—|Speciai. |— 
The cecommendation of the Superintendent 
of the Naval Observatory that the present 
city-time of Washington be changed eight 
minutes and twelve seconds on and after the 
18th of November next, to conform with the 
time of the seventy-fifth meridian, is meet- 


ing with no objection from the hands of Gov- 


ernment departments. The director of the 
geological survey, J. W. Powell, to whom 
Secretary Teller referred the subject for an 
éxpreéssion of the views of the Interior De- 


partment, writes as follows: 

The change of the local time for Washing- 
ton recommended by the Navai Observatory is 
in pursuance of a general pian for uni- 
form time as correlated by hour-meridians 
throughout the civilized world. For many years 
scientific men have been urging tbis measure, 
associations have been organized fur the pur- 
pose of securing it, and committees appointed 
by scientific bodies perhaps in every civilized 
State. Ihe pian will be ot great value in the 
coliection of comparison,and scientific observa- 
tions that depend upon time. From the stand- 
poiut of scientific research, therefore, it is 
greatly desired, In addition to this, the rail- 
roads of the United States have held a confer- 
ence On this subject, and the leading roads, to- 
gether with many of the minor roads, have 
ugreed to the plan 80 recom mended by scientitic 
men. Under the circumstances the local change 
in Washington will be advantsgeous to ail busi- 
ness-men and to all who trifvel by rail. The 
change is 80 slight 
ciabie, and the recommendaton is a wise oue. 


PERE HYACINTHFE. 
HIS VISIT TO THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—|Special.}—

HOW TO SECURE CIVIL RIGHTS FOR 
NEGROES. 

There is scarcely a Republican in the land 
who has not sacrificed and suffered in him- 
self or in his family for the freedom of the 
blacks. Remembering this and recalling the 
long conflict. subsequently to secure the 
adoption of constitutional amendments, 
the action of the colored people, or rather 
some of their leaders, regarding the late de- 
cision of the Supreme Court lends force to 
the old saying that * Gratitude is only a 
livelygense of favors to come.”” The colored 
people are free because of the  thir- 
teenth amendment, placed in the Consti- 
tution by Republicans. They are voters be- 
cause Of the fifteenth amendment, madea 
part of the organic law by the same party. 
How untimely and ill-judged, therefore, is 
their course (in this city especially) when, 
because of a legal decision of a legal twi- 
bunal, the party which has done so much for 
them is made the object of threats and abuse. 

Offensive asis the course of these woula- 
be leaders, liowever, the party must not per- 
mit itself to-be biinded to its duty to itself 
or to the race it has lifted out of bondage 
and guided on the highway to citizenship by 
any- marks of ingratitude. Theoretically 
the negro has ‘ail the rights of the white 
man. These rights must be made practical 
also—must exist in fact as well as in name. 
There must be no distinction between com- 
mon citizens of a common country, and to 
this end. the Republican party should take 
wp the broken thread of civil rights and 
weave it into the National fabric. How 
shall this be ne? ‘There are two—indeed, 
three—ways of going about the work. 

The first is to relegate the duty to the 
States and to make the question of civil 
rights an issue in local campaigns. Judging 
by the expressions of leading men in the 
South a favorable result would seem prob- 
able there, but experience has taught us not 
to depend too much on. opinions and senti- 
ments designed for the public ear. They are 
not always sincere, and even if they were 
the larger body of the ruling classes in tho 
South and in some States of the North would 
probably be found against such a propesi- 
tion. Beside this, laws would not be uni- 
form it left to the States, and enactments re- 
lating to the rights and privileges of citizens 
should be as broad and general as the rights 
are sacred and inalienable. | 

The second method is to go as far as possi- 
bie under the jate decision and place on the 
statute-book a law providing penalties for 


principles guaranteed by the fourteenth 
amendment. Some doubts have been ex- 
pressed 2s to the power of Congress to enact 
laws of prospective application, but a little 
reflection will show these doubts to be un- 
founded. Such acourse has been adopted 
in relation to many other clauses of the Con- 
stitution, and itis plain that Congress need 
not wait for an overt acton the part of the

should be introduced in the next Congress. 

The third and most sweeping way of dis- 
posing of the question is by constitutional 
amendment, 

There is a feeling in many quarters that 
the common law ailfords every necessary 
remedy to the enforcement of the rights of 
the colored men, and that the Civil-Rights 
act was not only unconstitutional but un- 
necessary. If this be so, then the long fight 
to secure the passage of that act was labor 
thrown away, and such lawyers as Sumner, 
Morton, Garfield, Butler, Edmunds, Conk- 
ling, and others wasted their breath in argu- 
ment and appeal. The fact is, and these 
statesmen no doubt realized this, that 
some rights inherent in citizenship gain 
foree and efiect from being affirma- 
tively declared In the organic law, 
and the doctrine of eauality is one of 
these. Moreover, a law and the punishment 
for its violation specially declared by statute 
becomes more potent than an unwritten law 
of the same general tenor. We have long 
had a declaration in the Constitution that 
“citizens of each State shall. have all the 
privileges and immunities of citizens of the 
several States,” which may be nothing but 
an aflirmation of a. commpn-law right, and 
yet it has stood to good purpose. So Art. 
5 declares that “no person shall be deprived 
of life, liberty, or property without due 


ciple is inherent in the €ommon law and did 
not need such afltirmative declaration to 
make an action lie for the infringement of 
any of these rights. 

The colored people, suddenly advanced to 
citizenship, but poor, ignorant, and with the 
natural timidity and depression which come 
from hundreds of years of boudage, needed 
some advantages, some protection beyond 
those extended to the independent Celto- 
Saxon. There was no danger of the latter 
being imposed upon, but theré was danger 
of the former being denied privileges be- 
cause, and only because, of tReir color. To 
provide against this the law known as the 
Civil-Rights bill was passed. It having been 
decided now that authority for such a law fs 
wanting in the Constitution, it may well be 
questioned whether the time has n&t.come 
for conferring such authority by an‘addi- 
tional amendment. It would surely be only 
in harmony with our great bill of rights to 
declare in our fundamental act that all men 
shall be equal before the law. The trouble 
with the fourteenth amendment is, that **in- 
dividual invasion of individual rights is not 
the subject-matter of the amendment.”’ It is 
simply prohibitory upon the States, and does 
not apply to persons or corporations nut 
municipal in their character. An amend- 
ment, more definitly expressed if necessary, 
would put an end to this vexed question and 
complete the work begun by the Republican * 
party twenty-two years ago. 

MISSIONARIES IN PALACE CARS. 

A very instructive spectacle was afforded 
lately by the Mormon Church, which appears 
to be taking its full share of public attention. 
Immediately upon the conclusion of the 
great Annual Conference at Salt Lake lately 
missionaries commissioned to carry the new 
gospel of polygamy dispersed to all parts of 
the earth. A large party of them reached 
New York the other day. They were re- 
markable for many things, including their 
well-fed: looks and the good style in which 
they traveled. A number of them made the 
journey in a Pullman car, and they all put 
up at the Grand Central Hotel, one of the 
largest in New York. Their names filled 
three pages of the hof®l register. 

While the polygamous missionaries travel 
to their field of labor in Puilman cars those 
whom they have converted are streaming 
into the country in the steerage, putting up at 
emigrant boarding-housesy and going west 
in the commonest kind of emigrant trains. 
It is the theory of the Mormon missionary 
work that those who go out to convert carry 
with them neither scrip nor money, but as a 
matter of fact these missionaries seem 0° 
have been very well equipped. The Mor- 
mon agent in New York in defending them - 
for traveling in Pullman cars said they were 
men who were able to afford that luxury. 
The eastward stream of missionaries in Pull- 
man cars and the westward stream of con- 
verts in the cattle cars used for emigrants 
when viewed together illustrate better than 
pages of argument one of the phases af Mor- 
invnisin. 

It is because there are converts streaming 
west in cattle cars that the missionaries are 
able to go eastin Pullman cars and put up 
at the fashionable hotels. Mormonism 
claims immunity for its defiance of all the 

laws of the United States because itis a re- 
ligion, but it is in fact, for the men who con- 
trol the “congregation of the righteous,” one 
of the most profitable business enterpsises in 
this country. They monopolize the trade of 
their “converts” absolutely. The horrors 
of the displeasure of the Almighty are 
threatened against those who violate the 
“religious”? injunctions of the priests that 
ouly the shops they control shall be pation- 
The same hierarchy 
usurp for themselves and their creatures all 
the offices and the salaries, and exact in 
tithes one-tenth of all the year’s produce. 
Under this religious system about 100 men 
aa getting ali the cream of the industry of 

Jtah. 

It ison this account. that. these men and 
their sons and relatives are able to travel in 
paiace cars on their way to England and 
Scandinavia for recruits to keep up the con- 
gregation of tithe-payers. They choose for 
their fields of deception those European 
populations that are the most deeply sunk in 
poverty, ignorance, and, superstition. ‘They 
keep them in ignorance and superstition 
after their arrival. The schools of Utab are 
entirely in the hands of the Mormon priest- 
hood. The men and women are held in 
mental bondage by the priests, arid the chil- 
dren’s heads are put between Mormon boards 
and pressed like those of littie Indian Fiat- 
Heads into the shape wanted. There is 
probably not elsewhere in the length and 
breaath of the United States an equal body 
of white citizens Who are so utterly out of 
sympathy and comprehension of the real 
freedom of American institutions as these 
Mormon victims. 

There has not been the least abatement in 
the claims of the Mormon leaders that they 
are “‘juspired.” That is the chain by which 
they hold their people in perfect mercantile, 
and political, and taxpaying subjection. The 
remark made Saturday to our Washington 
correspond@nt by Elder Cannon shows this. 
When asked, after he had deciared that the 
Edmunds law had strengthened the Mor- 
mons, what could injure polygamy, he an- 
swered: ‘We believe that polygamy is a 
divine institution and that nothing can de-

Great satisfaction might be taken in the 
successfufraid by Chief Doyle which was 
made ou two of the most notorious gambling- 
“heils”’ in Chicago last Saturday evening if 
there were any assurance that it was the be- 
ginning ofa vigilant and unrelenting effort 
on the part of the police to close out the pub- 
lic gamDling-places. Unfortunately various 
circumstances indicate that the raid was a 
mere spusm of virtue which subsided with a 
single manifestation, and that the gamblers 
will continue to run their houses “ wide 
open ”’ just as they have always done under 
the Harrison Administration. © 

lt was pretended that Saturday night's 
raid was due to complaints lodged with the 
@hief of Police against the particlar estab- 
lishinents which were singled out for visita- 
tion by persons who had been robbed there. 
If this statement be correct, the inference is 
that there will be no raiding except when 
one of the victims or his wife notifies the 
police of individual losses. Such complaints 
will be rare, for men who gamble are 
opposed, as arule, to **squealing,’’ and are 
usually able to prevent their wives or mem- 
bers of their families applying to the 
police ror relief or révenge. But there is no 
excuse for waiting till complaints are made.

tohim. Certainy the officers in charge of 
the various districts are familiar with all 
the gambling-places within their respective 
bailiwicks.

If the police 
raids were intended as a forerunner of a 
new policy against gambling they would not 
have been contined to two of the helis, and 
these two certainly would not have been per- 
mitted to resume business just as soon as 
they could procure new implements and 
gather in a new crowd.

MONEY IN CIRCULATION. | 

The recent estimates furnished by tre 
Director of the Mint as to the amount of 
money in circulation have received unusual 
attention. The great depression~tnat has 
been making itself felt in all branches of 
trade and in speculation has predisposed 
people to consider carefully everything that 
bears on the financial situation, and of these 
money is one of the most important. in ad- 
dition te this, of itself enough, the clatter 
that has been made by the National banks 
about the terrible aftliction that threatened 
the country in the contraction of their notes 
has given especial prominence to every topic 
conveeted with the currency. 

The estimates of the mint have been care- 
fully scrutinized and some criticisms that 
seem valid have been ‘made with regard to 
them. The Public, of New York, which has 
a good statistical head, points out several 
particulars in which the calculations of Di- 
rector Burchard need to be corrected. His 
table includes as currency in use, for in- 
stance, the gold and silver certificates in the 
Treasury. The currency is the gold and sil- 
ver that are out. Itis not fair to count both 
the coin andthe Treasury representatives of 
them as in circulation. The table does not 
include the legal-tender certificates outside 
the Treasury. Itincludes only that part of 
the fractional currency which has not been 
ofticially estimated to have heen lost or de- 
stroyed, while, to permit of comparisons 
with previous tables of currency, the whole 
amount of fractional currency technically 
outstanding should be put in, or else it 
should ail be left aut. 

Making corrections on these points the 
Public figures out that the whole amount of 
money in use is, of all kinds, $1,707,854.082, 
The amountin the Treasury is $395,79 4,921 
so that $1,512,060,11L are in use outside the 
Treasury. As the amount in actual] use the 
day of specie resumption was but $882,172,- 
027, there has been an increase of just 49 per 
cent in five years. The Public makes an es- 
timate of the amount of m ney in circulation 
outside of the banks and the Treasury, and 
finds that, making all allowance for coin and 
paper that has been lost or destroyed, there 
must be not less than $1,060,000,000 in the 
hands of the people. This it declaresis “a 
fearfulsum of money” tora Nation of our 
size to employ in making its cash exchanges, 
and it believes that excess of money in circu- 
lation has been the cause of the excess of 
speculation, and that as long as the surplus 
of money exists all the markets will be dis- 
ordered. | 

The most unique specimen of financial 


afforded by the Boston Advertiser. That 
journal, which shows more zeal than intelli- 
gence in its opposition to the silver coinage, 
actually corrected the mint tables by throw- 
ing out toto every reference in them to 
Silver. Silver certificates, silver dollars, 
even silver bullion, had to go. ‘The Eastern 
opponents of the silver doliar have hitherto 
been willing to admit that the dollar of the 
daddies was worth at least, say 85 cents, but 
according to the Advertiser it is not worth a 
cent. li isa zero dollar and cannot tigtre 
in the tables of currency on any terms. ‘This 
spirit extends even to bullion, which one 
would think even tne monometallists might 
consider “‘honest.” All this shows the real 
svirit of the Eastern critics of the silver coin- 
age. They assume to be opposed only to the 
coinage of a dollar worth less in silver than 
in gold. But really they wish to exclude 
silver altogether and have a gold currency 
exclusively at no matter what cost to the com- 
munity in shrinking prices. 


THE saloonkeepers of Ohio expect the 
Democratic Legislature to repeal the Scott 
law taxing them $200 apiece for vending 
whisky and $100 for beer, and will be dread- 
fully disappointed and imbittered if that 
body fails todo so. On the other hand, the 
taxpayers are likely to be heard from on the 
proposition to repeal two millions of revenue 
now derived from the liquor tax, and which 
is aiding and relieving the-wants of all the 
Municipal Governments in the State.

‘Lhe more radical Dro- 
hibditionists voted for the former, while the 
moderate temperance men supported the lat- 
ter. The free-liquor men opposed both prop- 
ositions, and at the same, time supported the 
Democratic ticket solid; but a great many 
Democrats—iully 100,000—voted for the pro- 
hibition amendment and the free-whisky 
Democratic ticket.

THE AUSTRIAN POLICE. 
ONE OF THEIR VICTIMS SERKS ESCAPE BY 
SUICIDE, 
VIENNA, Oct. 29.—[Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune. |—The entire com- 


} Munity of Vienna has for the last few days 
} been boiling over with wrath and indigpa- 
‘Gon in consequence of the intolerable abuses 


and corruption of the Austrian police, now 
exemplified by a thrilling tragedy that began 
in 4@ weil-known fashionable Volksgarten 
café, and ended in the Polizeihaus. For 
three years Fraulein Elizabeth Gaissreiter, a 


young Bavarian girl of respectable parents, 


served to the full satisfaction of her employ- 
ers as Demoiselle de Comptoir at the Volks- 
garten. ‘The extraordinary beauty o 
Elizabeth provoked most flattering atten- 
tions from the jeunesse dore of Vienna, 
which, however, was in no way responded 
to by the fraulien, who had fallen im love 
with and was loved by the 18-year-old son of 
Herr and Frau Szabo, err Szabo being the 
well-known manager and proprietor of the 
Café Volksgarten. The young couple an- 
nounced their intention of gétting married. 
‘The Szabo parents replied by dismissing Etiz- 
abeth from their service. Young Szabo fol- 
lowed her. Frau sSzabo then wrote toone of 
her frierids, whois an Inspector of Police, for 
aid and protection against Elizabeth Caiss- 
reiter, who, she declared, was ruining her 
dear son morallfand physically, and con- 
cluded by begging her friend, the Inspector, 
to find some means of removing Elizabeth 
from Austria. Solely upon this absurd de- 
nunciation, Frau Szabo’s “friend,” the Po- 
lice Inspector, ordered Elizabeth to be ar- 
rested, The young girl was dragged at 
night from her humble lodging, where she 
was awaiting another situation, and was 
shut up in a cell with the lowest class of 
female criminals. The next morning the 
Police Commissioner inform@t Elizabeth 
that unless a remittance she expected from 
her aged mother in Bavaria arrived within 
twenty-four hours she would be sent out of 
Austria in charge of a gendarme. 
Broken-hearted and temporarily insane 
from ill-treatment and shame, she suddenly 
drew a loaded revolver that, with sinister 
presentiment, she had concealed about her, 
and, placing the muzzie against her own 
breast, pulled the trigger, and fell dead in- 
stantly. ‘The police managed to keep the af- 
fair shrouded in a complete mystery for sey- 
eral weeks, but, owing to young Szabo, who 
refuses ever to see or speak to his parents 
again, the facts have come to light. This 


i case is only one among many instances 


where the Austrian police have debased 
themselves by becoming willing instruments 
to attain private personal ends. The wrath 
of the Viennese is at fever heat against the 
only institution of the Austrian Empire that 
has undergone no improvements since the 
days of Wallenstein or Prince Eugene. 


| AN AIR VOYAGE. 
EXPERIMENTING WITH FANTASTIC APPA- 
| RATUS. 7 

Pants, Oct. 29.—[Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.}—An experiment 
took place yesterday afternoon at the Place 
de la Defense Courbevoie which comprised a 
sensational balloon ascent and the useof a 
new contrivance for aerial. navigation. The in- 
ventor, M. Brisson, claims that a balloon is 
merely necessary to raise the appdratusin 
the air, just the same as the power of horses 
might be required to move a locomotive 
from its place of construction to the iron 
rails. ©The apparatus itself is somewhat 
fantastic. It is lozenge-shaped, and may 
be compared to the upper deck ‘of 
one of the small passenger steamers 
crossing trom Dover to Calais. It 
isasort of platform, safely surrounded by 
iron railing, some of which,at the hight of 
about two yards, serves as a support for 
another platform, on which nine parachutes 
in the shape of a cup about forty-five inches 
high are placed side by side. 

These cupolas are supposed to reserve un- 
der their air-tizht domes 2 certain quantity 
of air considered to be less dense than the 
interior layer of air. The apparatus, in its 
descent, is expected to displace a volume 
of air equal to its proper’ weight, 
and consequently to find its support on a 
layer of air wore dense tian that stored un- 
der the cupolas. ‘The assistance of the bal- 
loon, to which it is attacheil by a cable about 
thirty vards long, would tlius no longer be 
required. According to M. Brisson’s rather 
sanguinary notion his apparatus cou!d easily 
be moved im every direction, and this would 
only be a matter of mechanical impulsion.' 
Twenty-five thousand to 30,000 spectators of 
all classes of society were in great expecta- 
tion to witness whether the balloon woutd be 
able to lift M. Brisson’s apparatus, which, 
by the way, has the respectable weight 
of 500 kilos. The balloon belonging to M. 
Fabula, ana in the car of which he seated 


} himself with the well-known acronauts, MM, 


Lair and Brisson, had to perform the task 
of rai-ing the latter’s apparatus, but by some 
unexpected mishap, atter the tirst start it did 
not sueceeé in moving the 800 kilos weight. 
At About 5 p. m., after a second attempt, 
while nearly every spectator watched with 
breathless anxiety, the balfoon started with its 
huge appendix with asudden rush and dis- 
appeared in less than two minutes in a thick 
fog which nearly all the afternoon prevailed 
over this district of Paris. Whether under 
these circumstances there Is any chance at 
all of coming to a conelusion as to the sue- 


cess of the experiment witir M. Brisson’s ap- 


paratus is very doubtful. 


COUNT KALNOKY

Dow CUBBAGE. 
ZORA’S KANSAS LOVER. 

Hutcatnson, Kas., Oct. 29.~—{Special.]— 
Your reporter left Hutchinson Saturday 
morning equipped for a 104 mile ride, and 
determined at all hazards to run down Dow 
Cubbage, who heretofore had succeeded most 
amazingly in eluding the clutches of the 
Chicago and St. Louis papers. Dow came to 
Hutchinson about three weeks ago, and 
while here had worked on a farm, and ap- 
peared anxious to get hold of a place with a 
view of marrying and settling down. The 
ride was over hill and through unfathomable 
mud, but Sunday afternoon Dow Cubbage, 
the Kansas fellow whom Zora’ Burns: 
was to marry if her Indiana 
lover did not come to time 
by the 15 inst., was found at the house of his 
father, Andrew Cubbage, ten miles south- 
west of St. John, the county-seat of Stafford 
County, Kas. He was just leaving—in fact 
had left the house and was already op the 
road to make a visit to some friends eight or 
ten miles distant—as your reporter drove up. 

HIS APPEARANCE, 

Dow Cubbage is a plain-looking country 
fellow, about five feet six inches high, sandy 
complexion, and apparently about 25 years 
ofage. Your reporter hauled in his team 
as Dow came up, and, making sure 
that he was the man sought, said as 
he took a letter and paper out of his pocket: 
“I believe these are for you, Mr. Cubbage. I 
thought I wouff pring them along as { was 
coming this Way from Hutechinsen. They 
were lying in the office there since you left.” 
Wow had leit four days ago to see his father, 
who was seriously ill, and bad thus no news 
from any outside quarter. He was conse- 
quently ignorant of the terrible tragedy that 
had been enacted at his old home in Lilinois. 
He accepted the invitation to get into the 
buggy and ride in the direction in which he 
was gofhg. 

HIS FIRST KNOWLEDGE OF THE MURDER. 

Tearing the wrapper from his paper the 
startling head-lines of the murder of Zora 
Burns for the first time met his gaze. His 
countenance at once betrayed visible emo- 
tion, indeed so much to as to Jose for the 
time being the power of speech, but whether 
from the sudden announcement of the sad 
news or fear lest he was suspected of com- 
plicity in the crime, and was even thena 
prisoner in the hands of an officer, cannot 
now be determined. The paper was a copy of 
the Springtield Registcr, and was sent to him 
by some of his former friends. He held the 
paper in his hands, but made no effort what- 
ever to read any further. At last the re-

Seeing that he did not intend: to read any 
further, your reporter took the paper from 
his hands and read aloud the whole account 
of the bloody tragedy. Atthe close he again 
remarked, I knew that girl, and she was a 
good, pure girl, at least 1 always thought so, 
and knew John Green, and worked for him.

of June, 1882. It was while working 
for him that I got acquainted with Zora 
Burns. She often came visiting there in 
company with her sister, Mrs. Dukes. Zora 
was.a handsome girl, and dressed well. She 
was good company, too. 1 went with her to 
church and other placés, and thought a good 
deal of her. I*knew that man Carpenter, 
too. Have transacted some business for 
Green with him. John Green had bought 
some farm machinery of Carpenter, and 
used to sell his corn to him, and 1 hauled to 
the elevator and saw Carpenter frequently 
while Zora worked. in his family, and 
I have heard her speak of him 
as a nice man, but she did not like Mrs, Car- 
penter. She said she treated her as if she 
thought herself better than other folks. 
Still she had never bad any words with her.

tife tlames spread with such rapidity that by 
the time the alarm had. summoned the fire 
companies the principal buildings were all 
sheets of flames. The water-works of this 
city have just been completed, and hose for 
the fire company was used, but with imper- 
fect success, owing to the non-arrival of-noz- 
zles. The use of the hose, however, checked 
the spread of the fire both on the east and 
west, and the boys worked nobiy. There 
was $60,000 worth of stock at the wagon fac- 
tory, a considerable portion Of which, in the 
way of wheels and axles, was carried outon 
the street and saved. ‘The loss of the wagon 
factory is approximately estimated at 
$35,000, The total insurance amount- 
ed to only about $20,000. Springfield 
has lost its most valuable manu- 
factory except the ’Frisco shops, and the loss 
throws seventy-five men out of employment; 
but it is understood that company will 
rebuild at an early date.

In June, 1980, Pervis & Dunn 
shipped a cargo containing 19,000 busntels of

CITY COUNCIL. 
NEW VIADUCTS ON TICK—MORE BRIDGES, 

A regular meeting of the Council was held last 
night, with Mayor Harrison in the chair and all 
the embers present except Ald. Shorey, Foley, 
and Marder. 

The Mayor’s yeto of the ordinance for paving 
Illinois street between Pine and Ciark was sus- 
tuined. 

Tne Law Department presented an opinion to 
the Commissioner of Public Works, which has 
been given heretofore, to the effect that dam- 
ages might first be ascertained before the con- 
struction of viaducts. 

Ald. presented a resoluagon drafted by 
Commissioner Cregier and the Law Department 
stating that there was a deticiency in the 
amount of money available for the construction 
of the city’s portion ot the viaducts at Centre 
avenue and Chicago avenue and Halsted street. 
The city’s cost of constructing the Chicago ave-. 
nue viaduct would be $135,835; availabie funds, - 
$54,694; leaving a deticit of $81,141. The cost of 
tu Centre avenue viaduct uld be $89,100; 
available funds, $34,876; deticit, $54,223. The 

‘resolution therefore asks that an order be passed 
directing the Commissioner of Public Works to 
accept the bids, provided the bidders are willing 
to wait for the deficit until a future appropria- 
tion, releasing the city from any claim of dam- 
age by reason of the failure of the Council to 
make such appropriation. 

Ald. Cullerton moved asa substitnte that the 
Commissionerof Public Works, in connection 
with the Law Department, report at once prop- . 
er ordinances for ae the probable 
damages before any action is taken. The Alder- 
man explained that in every case when the city 
was sued for land-damages on account of the 
construction of ViaGucts the danrages had been 
given by the courts. : 

Aid. White was in favor of passing the order 
and having the work commence at once. He 
understoud that the railroad company had 
agreed to relinquish all ciaims of damages at 
Haisted street, and it owned three-fourths of 
the property. To ascertain the damages through 
the courts would/consume at least two years.

SIOUX IN A SHOW. 
A DELEGATION OF THE BRULE TRIBE AT 
THE DIME MUSEUM, 

Among the new cards at the South Side Dime 
Museum this week are a band of Sioux Indians 
from the Upper Brule, in charge of Maj. C. 
Newell, who was ani officer of the Third Michigan 
Cavairy during the War. -The band includes 
three men, two women, and two children, a boy 
andagirl. They were inthe band engaged in 
the Custer massacre, and among tbe weapons 
they carry with them is a bow and arrow used in 
the fight. Some time ago it was learned at their 
agency that a syndicate of Indian capitalists 
were negotiating for the purchase of the tract 
they occupied, and the tribe decided to senda 
committee to Washington to remonstrate against 
this sale. Accordingly tbis little band was 
started out by Maj. Newell and brought as far 
as Sioux City in wagons, from whence they came 
here. Upon arriving bere they were advised to 
stay away from Washington until Congress was 
in session, and Messrs. Kohi & Middleton en- 
gaged thei for exhibition in their muscum. 

They ure a lean-looking lot of Iodians, and 
their appearance really suggests the noble red 
manas Cooper painted bim. The leader ot the 
party is Wbfiwind Soldier, a son of Spotted 
Tail, who is the leader of his nation. Then there 
is Chief Standing Eijk, a big, fine-looking fel- 
low; and Roaster, the medicine-man or chap- 
lain. The wife of Standing Eik is cailed 
* Walk- Around-and-Talk,’’ which would argue 
that the Brule Sioux were somewhat c'vilized. 
Mrs. Whirlwind Soldier is known Use-the- 
Shield.”’ The little boy is caliea “ Jumper,’’ and 
he gains bis name from his ability to dance and 
caper about. Standing Elk is the orchestra, and 
he officiates with one stick upon @ small drum, 
the headsof which are painted blue. Whirwind 
Soldier chips in with a gutteral song, while 
Jumper vigorously pounds the stage with bis 
feet. The little girl is called Biack Eyes, but
